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Germany's Request 
For Time Refused 


PARIS, Dec. 17—The allied pre- 
parations commission has refused tu 
consider Germany’s request for an 
extension of time on her January and 
February reparation payments until 
the German government tells just 
what she can pay on these intsal- 
ments and give other information de- 
manded. This developed when the 
text of the commission’s note to the 
German government was made public 
today. 


Too Indefinite 


The reply expresses surprise that 
Germany failed to tell exactly what 
foreign exchange she would be able 
to deliver; what delays she desired 
and what guarantees she would offer 
meanwhile, Until these details are 
furnished it would be impossible te 
consider, or even examine the re- 
quest of the German government, tho 
note declared. 

The commission expresses regret 
that Germany had not replied to its 
previous queries as to what action: 
she proposed taking regarding the 
commission’s suggestions for balanc- 
ing the budzet, preventing the export- 
ation of German capital and measur- 
es to obtain foreign exchange from 
German holders. The German 
ernment was taken to task 
note for this situation. 
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Big Reparations Impossible 


LONDON, December 17.—-(Canad- 
ian Press)—Lord Chancellor Birken- 
head addressing the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers last night, 
spoke of the complete bankruptcy of 
all our financiers and professors of 
political economy. The fact that they 
had been able to give so little advice 
during these trying times, he said, 
“staggers, amazes and _ humiliate: 
me.” 

Lord Birkenhead said that the pay- 
ments of the reparations upon any- 
thine like the scale contemplated b: 
hich financial authorities was im- 
pessible and simply could not be done 
The real truth was that the whole 
world had vradully realized that these 
Yoiense -deb's were not in fact re- 
coverable. “The time will come.” he 
said, “when we must cease to be 
guided bv pre-conceived pled7es, ou 
mest ureent duty is to re-create Eur- 
ope.”

Irrigation Lands. 
Macleod, Dee. 16.—A_ colonization 


scheme embodying the transfer of 
setileis from dry, unproductive areas 
to the surp.us lands in the new irri- 
gation district, allowing these aban- 
aoned farms to return to sod for graz- 
ing the stock produced by the irriga- 
tion farmer, was advanced in a mem- 
orial presented to the Farm Survey 


Beard to-day by R. T. MeNicol, chair- , 


man of the South Macleod irrigation 
district. It was pointed out that in 
this reclamation project there wer 
60,000 acres of irrigable land wit 
only 228 names on the assessment 
roll and 50 of these were absentees. 
Settlers on small holdings was the 
idea behind the proposal. 


The text of the memorial follows: 


The Memorial. 


The Survey Board for Southern Al- 
berta: 
Gentlemen: 

We have become convinced thar 


the experiences of the past years in 
the district known as the semi-arid 
area of Southern Alberta have proves 
the absolute folly of continuing as 
we have been doing. 

Under present conditions the farm 
ers are simply adding to their liabili- 
ties to the merchants, banks and loar 
companigs irrespective of the assist- 
ance th@t has been given by both the 
federal and provincial governments 
and we may as well face the facts 
now as later on that these conditions 
will continue unless some human 
avency is brought into play to change 
the amount of moisture in the soil. 

We are also convinced that soil 
moisture, coupled with _ intelligent 
farming under methods of irrigation, 
will make this dry district one of the 
most fertile and prosperous areas in 
the whole of Western Canada. 

This brings us down to the point 
of how best to solve the whole sit- 
uation and in groping around for 
some solution we find so many and 
varied questions confronting us that 
we almost stand aghast at the immen- 
sitv of the undertaking. Bu’ we sin- 
cerely hope that some thoughts may 
be brought during your investigation 
that will assist to some extent at 
least. 

The subiect is a bie one and must 
be considered in a big way. Ther 
is no use considering the latter from 
a purely local stand-point. The pues 
tion must be considered from the 
view point of the whole and @ perma 
nent ‘solution looked for. 

Throughout the dry district there 
are several small areas that are 
adaptable to irrigation and other lo 


calities that are not, and on both of 
these farmers are now located. 


An Ideal Location. 


Taken as a whole the lands adap- 
able to irrigation contain ac eage 
enough and to spare for thousand: 
more than are now located on both 
areas, Were it possible to devise 
some scheme whereby those on the 
lands in the non-irrigable districts 
c uld be transferred to the surplus 
iands on the irrigable districts than 
these non-irrigable lands put back 
.o grass and held by the governmen: 
as permanent grazing lands for stock 
from the irrigable lands for which 1 
few per head could be charged, Thi. 
would in our opinion be an ideal so- 
lution and one that would eventually 
adjust the whole problem. 

It is our opinion that no land not 
already homesteaded that is situated 
withiu the ‘non-irrigable district, 
should be allowed to be taken up ani 
if the boundaries of these districts 
are now clearly defined then all land; 
should be withdrawn at once until 
full and complete surveys show where 
taese boundaries are. 

In the press reports of your meet 
ing in the city of Lethbridge it 
noted that repuests were made that 
the large leases t» tae south and east 
b> broken up. Personally we = ar: 
yppesed to these large leases beine 

ranted to either individuals or com- 
panies, but we are also strongly of 
the opinion that these lands shouli 

ot be thrown open fo: settlement un- 

ber present conditions. If these 
‘ands are outside the irrigable dis- 
tricts they should be held for a 
common heritage for pasture qur- 
eses, and if inside the irrigable area 
hey should be held from settlement 
until all the surplus land in the pre- 
nresent settled districts where irri- 
ation is possible are occupied and 
‘ultivated. 

We admit that thése reservetions 
or controlling orders might conflict 
with the boasted personal liberty as 
claimed by some but in our opinion 
he common good of all is the poin. 
most important. 

In speaking only as representatives 
of the South Macleod irrigation dis 
trict and the dangerous ground we 
find themselves in at the presen time 
we find that the question that is 
troubling many of our land owners 
ppnears to be not that they dou’ the 
ultimate benefits of irrigation, but 
their immediate trouble is that thei 
‘oldings are too larve, and that t 
‘vil! be too costly to nut the land int 
condition end that they will not be 
able to utilize all the irrigable areas 
*-» some vears to come during whicr 
time the taxes will be chargeable 
oe~ainst the lands and the provisions 
of the Tax Enforcement Act bein
